Regardless of how well the money may 
have l>cen spent, we know Montgomerv county could not afford to spend, 
as it did this year, the sum of $2,550.00 a mile on six miles, as this plan 
if etHSHsucd triS BS&e .ti! turnpikes not connecting county ijMta go back 
to dirt roads. » 

The i>resent law only permits the improvement by state- aid of what 
lire known as inter -county sent roads. In other words, those lending 
from one county -seat to another. , •

Investigation on the effect of rust on 
«traw as to Its feeding value. \JIo«t of 
the analyses made show that ru«t In- 
n-onsen the feeding value of the straw. 
The IVanlnlon experiment station In 
Cnnnda and the experiment stations In 
North Dakota and Minnesota, have 
found that the rusted straw has a 
larger feeding value than rust-free 
Mnjw. The analysis made at the 
•North Dakota experiment station 
year, however, allowed that tfm straw 
had a d.-crensed feeding value. The 
reason for an Increase feeding value 
Is explained by the fact that trie plant 
nrnt produces the nourishment In the 
stem and leave* nndlater passes Jt up 
Into the h»nd to All out the kern. N. 
The rust interferes with this food 
pnsstng up Into the head. It has a 
little the same effect as cutting the 
grain for hoy. 

The value of the rusted straw de- 
pends on a good many factors, among 
which arc the time at which rust 
strikes the crop, how the straw is 
cured, and whether It has any shriv- 
eled grain In It. Cases have been re- 
ported In which animals have been 
harmed by being fed rusted straw. 

v.:;;.' iUCaUimm if it is harm- 
ful Is to feed It to a few of the less 
valuable animals for a week or two 
and observe the effect that it has on 
them. 8ome other roughage should be 
fed with the rusted straw ami do not 
make a sudden change from other 
feed to rusted straw. Shaking the 
straw to remove the dust as far as pos- 
sible Is also advisable. Observe the 
animals that are being fed rusted 
straw to see what effect It has on thvin. 
—North Dakota Experiment Station.

Hut in many cases the advocate* 
of the bond issue hnve had hard 
fights to carry their projects 
through. One of the most serioii- 
objections has always been from the 
man who "doesn't believe in sad- 
dling a debt on future generation.'.." 

Now let us sec about this. Sup- 
pose, for instance, onr county has 
no railroad. For generations our 
ancestors, and we ourselves, have 
laboriously hauled in our supplies 
and hauled out our products, real- 
izing, when all expenses were met, 
but a meagre pittance for our 
year's work. 

But a railroad is projeeted and 
we are told if we will bond our 
county for a few hundred thoHsoofl 
dollars, it will be put through. This 
we do. Now arises the objection 
that we have placed a heavy debt 
on posterity.

Present advertising 
rates are fur too low, and weekly 
papers asking 11 a year are selling 
subscriptions nt n loss.

Committee. In concluding bis prelim- 
inary statement of tbe case for ths 
railways before tbe Newlsnds Joint 
1 "'"nslttce sa interstate Commerce. 

"We mnst be efficient as a nation If 
we are to deal successfully with our 
nstional emergencies." said Mr. Thorn, 
"and we must appreciate that efficient 
transports tfon Is an essentlsl condition 
of nstionsl efficiency. If we sre to 
halt and weaken our transportation 
systems by state "nea. by tbe perma- 
nent Imposition of burdens by unwise 
regulation, we will 
clency impossible." 

States' Righto Would Not Suffer. 

Mr. Thnm cited msny Instances In 
which shippers In one stnte were In- 
juriously sffected by selflsb regula- 
tions Imposed on the railroads by 
neighboring states. He pointed out 
that federal regulation would be no In- 
vasion of the rights of the ststes but 
would be tbe means of preserving the 
rlgbts whirh they scqulred when tbey 
erftered the Union, one of which was 
the right to the free movement of their 
products across state boundaries. 
Whst the Railreada Advocate. 

The principles which the railroads 
believe should be Incorporated In 
Just system of regulation 
marlrcd'by Mr. Thorn as follows: 

I Tbe entire power and duty of reg- 
ulation should be In the hands of the 
national government, except as to mat 
ters so essentislly local and incidental 
that they cannot be used to Interfere 
with the efficiency of the service or tbe 
Just rights of tbe carriers. 

2. As one of the means of accom- 
plishing this, s system of compulsory 
federsl Incorporation should be adopt 
ed. Into which should be brought all 
railroad corporations engaged In lnter- 
stste or foreign commerce. 

3. The Interstate Commerce Co mm Is 
slon under existing Isws has too much 
to do and la cbsrged with conflicting 
functions. Including the investigation, 
prosecution sud decision o( cases. The 
Istter duties should be plsced in the 
hsnds of s new body which might be 
called the Federal Railroad Commis- 
sion. Regionsl Commissions should 
be established in different psrts of 
the country to assist the Interstate 
Commerce Commission by handling lo 
cal cases. 

4. Tbe power of tbe Commission 
should be extended to ensble it to pro- 
serin* minimum rates and not merely 
maximum rates as st present This 
would Increase their power to prevent 
unjust dlscrluiinatloua. 

Juatlce to Publio and Road.. 

5. It should be made the duty of the 
interstate Commerce Commission. In 
the exercise of Its powers to tlx rea 
sonable rates, to so adjust these rates 
Hint they shall be Just at once to the 
public and to the carriers. To this end 
ths Commission. In determining rates, 
should cousider the necessity of tusln 
tslnlng eftVteut transportation and ex- 
tenatons of facilities, tbe relation of 
expenses to rates and the rights of 
shlp|s;rs. stockholders snd creditors of 
the roads 

o. The Interstate Commerce Cora mis 
slon should l*c Invested wlih tbe now 
er to fix the rates 'or carrying mails.
